Russian speakers seem to flat the tone of SSF Month discussion. A Russian cultural 
leader calls intervention In Korea the first move in China * b new role as Moscow 
overlord for Asia., and vaguely promises that even Pakistan may soon he among the 
satellites o A Russian Far East history expert blames Chlang Kai-shek for the 
Japanese invaHlon, names the USSR as China* s only benefactor in the war, and represents 
the Soviet, as an active partner vith Mao in his climb to power. The frequently 
mentioned eight flyers buried at Hankow, aa veil as a lone Russian buried in 
Szechwan, are named to prove Russian war aid, while of course nothing is said of 
American flyers shot down ever China. FRAVDA relays reports that millions of Chinese 
are "collecting materials to be sent, to the USSR," apparently to demonstrate 
China's firm position in the Moscow orbit. 

All circles are ordered to celebrate the Soviet 3?th anniversary and study 19 th 
Congress documents; SSFA expansion continues, with new membership quotas apparently 
fixed for various localities; and Russian experts in China still are eulogized.
